was called always identified him- 
self with the "little fellow." He 
often told friends he had never 
been a millionaire "and I never 
want to be one." 


Giannini's parents, 
Luigi and 


Virginia Giannini, came from Ge- 
noa, Italy, to California not many 
years after the state entered the 
Union. 
They began farming in 


the San Jose area. 
A. P. was 


only seven years old when his

and parole be created as part of 
a unified program of state correc- 
tive supervision. Persons should be 
selected to staff such a division 
on a merit basis, it said. 


The report pointed out that 70 


or more counties have no full time 
probation officers, and 28 coun- 
ties have no probation services at 
all.

and the west were reported ready 
today to compromise on a "little 
peace treaty" for Berlin.- 


The basis of today's discussions 


at the four-power foreign mini- 
sters confe'rence will be the Amer- 
ican plan submitted yesterday by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and backed by both the British 
and French. 


Russia and the west already are 


agreed in principle on the plan's 
two most important proposals: 


1. Reestablishment 
of 
four- 


power control of Berlin. 


2. City-wide elections for an 


all-B'erlin council. 


Transfer Authority? 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 


Y. Vishinsky hinted on Wednes- 
day that Russia was ready to 
transfer to German civic author- 
ity some of the functions exer- 
cized in the past by the Kom- 
mandatura. 
That is what the 


west wants and western diplomats 
forecast some east-west bargain- 
ing. 


A tangled problem is Acheson's 


call for four-power supervision of 
elections. 
Both Russia and the 


western powers have their own 
version of what constitutes free 
and fair elections. 


The western powers intend to 


offer a contract which would bind 
Russia to give the west free road 
and rail access to Berlin from 
their zones. They want to avoid 
the possibility of another block- 
ade. 


Russia is expected to suggest 


unification of currency through- 
out Germany, under four-power 
control. 
If this proposal fails, 


Vishinsky,might suggest that in 
Berlin the currency, question be 
passed along to the Germans. The 
east-west row. over control of 
Berlin's currency was the primary 
cause of the blockade. 


Concession: Seen 


There are signs that both sides 


will make concessions, 
because 


both want to restore peace and 
quiet 
to the 
former 
German 


capital. 


An important indication is that 


the ministers will meet privately, 
suggesting they will get down to 
some old-fashioned bargaining. 


Another sign is that the western 


powers are not expected to press 
too hard to abolish the veto in a 
reestablished 
four-power Kom- 


mandatura. 


While Acheson, British Foreign 


Secretary 
Ernest 
Bevin 
and 


French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman are expected to make 
this a bargaining point, informants 
,say the three ministers are un- 
likely to let this issue torpedo 
their talks with Vishinsky.

We apeak of 
those undergoing extreme Buffer- 
ing and in agony, as "passing 
through Gethsemane"; 
but the 


Gethsemane, in the garden where 
Jesus agonized in waiting, watch- 
ing, and praying, was not a sym- 
bol. It was because of that suf- 
fering of "a man acquainted with 
grief" that Gethsemane has be- 
come a symbol of suffering; and 
the triumph of the Master in that 
eiark hour ought to be a symbol 
of the way of triumph for others 
sorely distressed and oppressed. 


What was the nature of the 


Master's suffering And how did 
He triumph? It is clear from the 
record that His suffering was 
physical, so acute that He sweat 
drops of blood, but this physicai 
suffering was only the outwarc 
accompaniment of agony of mine 
and soul. The Masier, who but a 
few days previously 
had beei 


hailed-as a King in His triumpha 
entry into Jerusalem, was now 
facing the cross. 
That in Use!:' 


might well have been an agoniz 
ing prospect, but we may be sure 
that it was not any physical fea 
that 
perplexed 
and 
distressed

Deeper than all else was th 


question regarding His destiny 
and the JFather's will. Was it th 
only way? Temptations similar t 
those that He had met at th 
beginning of His public ministry 
must have shaken Him in tha 
hour.

pressed in that earnest praye 


hat the cup might pass. And the

It was the experience that in 


esser degree has come to many 
men and women in suffering, or 
faced with some crucial decision 
or threatening danger. And it js 
n -the very nature of such a crisis 
of suffering ' or danger, for the 
soul to cry out in doubt, and to 
yearn for some convincing voice 
of God. 


Job's temptation in the acute- 


ness of his distress was to "curse 
God and die." 
In the crisis of 


Gethsemane it is not all a matter 
of bearing pain, of enduring suf- 
fering. Back of all that, as many 
who have faced the crisis know, 
is the question, "Why?

What was this rude setback? By Soviet admission, 34 


oer cent of the German voters in the Russian zone turned 
Sown a Communist-rigged list of delegates to a proposed 
nationwide Peoples Congress.

The ballot also stood as an expression for or against 


"German unity, a speedy peace treaty and withdrawal of all 
occupation troops." Hence the Russians concede that a third 
Of the voters recorded themselves against the Soviet version 
of these objectives.

The Russians plainly had counted on a favorable vote of 


perhaps 85 to 95 per cent. Following the pattern of totali- 
tarian elections, the ballots gave voters no choice between 
candidates but merely a chance to say yes or no to a 
tingle hand-picked list.

Confident of heavy German support gamed through this 


dubious "democratic" procedure, the Soviet union expected 
•to appear at Paris as the champion of German unity, strong 
central government and removal of occupation armies. It 
wanted this eastern zone backing as a trump card against 
the new government being set up in western Germany. 


The resounding defeat of these hopes was a bitter pill. 


Said one German Communist: "This is the greatest bank- 
ruptcy in the history of the party."

He wanted 
to redeem the wrong he had done 
his country.

Congressman Nixon of Califor- 


nia asked Chambers whether Berle

Chambers said Berle was "ex-

Mr. Berle had carried my story to 
a higher authority and that he 
had been told go jump in the lake, 
only in somewhat coarser lan- 
guage.

Berle." 


That is why all prosecutions of 


Communists by the department of 
justice must be viewed with a 
resolute suspicion that someone 
will try to protect Roosevelt's 
reputation, his wife's connections, 
traitors in the White Hodse staff, 
and President Truman's proposi- 
tion that the conspiracy is all a 
"red herring." 


There has been one conspicuous 


exception, the current, long-wind- 
ed trial of the party bosses in 
New Work. Tms 3ob is ^ing con- 
ducted by John F. X. McGohey, 
the U. S. attorney, and not by the 
department of justice, the White 
House or the Kremlin. Nobody 
dares to mterfere with Mr. Mc-

Fifty-six per cent felt that gov- 
rnment salaries were lower than 
hey could get in private business; 
9 per cent thought the~ govern- 
ment offers less opportunity for 
promotion; and a large number 
rated the government worse than 
private employment on opportun- 
ty for personal development, em- 
ploye'prestige, recognition, and in- 
centive to improve their efficiency 


Government work was consider- 


ed superior to private employment 
on these grounds: Security, oppor- 
unity for public service, and em- 
ploye benefits like retirement, 
eaves, health. 


What were the things the 3,448 


were looking for? These things, in 
this order: 


Salary; opportunity for personal 


development; opportunity for pub- 


lice service: prestige and recogni- 
tion; leaves, retirement, and 
health benefits. 


These were all young people, so 


for that reason they probably put 
retirement 
and health 
benefits 


last on their list. It would be in- 
teresting to see what answers 
would have been, given by older 
people asked the same questions.

674 former government 


career employes who had left fed- 
eral service in the past 10 years 
were asked other questions and 300 
who answered said: 


Their average salary when they 


quit the government was $7,767 
after an average of 13 years work- 
ing for Uncle Sam. But they quit 
for these reasons:

T A Mil to give Illinois cities un- 


limited licensing powers today ap- 
peared headed up a dead end street 
in the legislature. 
The bill is backed by Chicago's 


Democratic Mayor Kennelly and 
by "Illinois Municipal league, rep- 
resenting more than 200 large 
downstate cities. They said they 
need more money to pay city Dills 
and * that more license fees are 
needed, even though they get some 
state cash.

power to license a few businesses, 
such as saloons. They are asking 
for power to assess license fees 
without limit against any ousi- 
ness, 'trade, profession or other 
gainful occupation within a city 


The Democratic-controlled house 


municipalities committee by a 17-

a week ago and sent ,it out for a 
house floor showdown.

.ublisher of the Flora Sentinel said 
ast night he has accepted a union 
oan to finance a mortgage on his 
semi-weekly newspaper which he 
had described as involved in a "bat- 
tle for freedom of the press." 


The loan, by the AFL Electrical 


Workers union, was announced m 
Washington yesterday by the un- 
on. Sentinel Publisher Charles A. 
Irowder said he has accepted it 
'with a great sense of relief." 


A week ago, Crowder said that 


some Flora men were attempting 
.o close down his newspaper and 
that Mrs. Paul Colborn, secretary- 
treasurer of the rival paper, The 
Daily News-Record, was "the con- 
tact" through whom the group 


d^ acquired the mortgage on the 


Sentinel. 


Favorable to Unions 


Crowder had accused the group 


of wanting his paper to cease pub- 
lication because he had refused to 
omit strike news and editorial 
comment "favorable to unions" 
during recent labor disputes here. 


Mrs. Colburn denied that she 


had represented a group in acquir- 
ing the mortgage. 
"I got the 


mortgage on my own initiative 
and not in my capacity on the 
News-Record," she said. How- 
ever, she added, "it had nothing 
to do., with any labor dispute so 
far as I'm concerned." 


Commenting last night on an- 


nouncement of the loan, Mrs. Col- 
born said: "I'm glad to get the 
money, and hope it will get things 
settled down to normal here." 


Crowder, who purchased 
the 


Sentinel in 1945, did no_t disclose 
the amount of the loan but he said 
a week ago that "I have got to 
sell out or raise $12,500." 
The 


union announcement said only that 
the loan was enough to prevent 
foreclosure. 


labor Dispute* 


The publisher had said the "real 


fight" here began during a labor 
dispute in which several Flora 
employes of the municipal plant 
left their jobs after failure to ob- 
tain recognition of the AFL Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers' local union.

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Driver Training Course at 


School Gives Fundamental* 


By JOANNE CLEARY 


The * driver training course in 


Dixon High teaches the students 
driving principles, motor construc- 
tion and operation, a general 
knowledge of rules of the road 
and the common courtesies in- 


* volved in jdriving. 


The course consists of eighteen 


lecture periods and several periods 
spent actually driving. The driv- 
ing time depends upon the study 
period available. Four people re- 
ceive actual driver training at 
once. Each drives for fifteen min- 
utes and spends the other forty- 
five minutes observing. 


There are 146 students in the 


course' in Dixon and there are 
250,000 in the entire United States. 
This year 2700 cars were in use 
sponsored by all the well-known 
automobile manufacturers. This is 
an increase of 50% over last year. 


The driver training program is 


sponsored by the American Auto- 
mobile association. The local out- 
let is the Chicago Motor Club 
whose representative in Dixon 
sponsors our program. 


The course was initiated in Dix- 


on High School in the eajly part 
of 1947. This yeai. for the first 
time, a dual-controlled car was 
••available for actual driving in the 
course. Many students have im- 
proved their driving skill enough 
this year to be able to obtain their 
license. 


Although the program is helping 


to prevent accidents by teaching 
the students to drive carefully 
there is still a long way to go, 
There are about 2,000,000 students 
who reach driving age every year 
So far the course reaches onlj 
about one-eighth of them, but the 
number is increasing each year 
More and more schools have adopt- 
ed the program and some states 
have made it compulsory.

What's Cooking? 


BY JIM GANNON 


There's more to publishing a 


school newspaper than most high 
school' students realize. A great 
number of processes and steps 
are involved in providing the Dlx- 
inl for the students every two 
weeks. 


First of all, each page editor 


must devise "a page plan. This con- 
sists of a small diagram of what 
his page will look like in the 
final edition of the paper. From 
this plan the editors decide what 
stories to run, how long they will 
be, and how much room to leave 
for advertisements and headlines. 


Then the page editors give the 


assignments to the reporters with 
a definite deadline which is uau< 
ally designated by the editor-in 
chief."When 'the copy comes in 
from the reporters, it is carefully 
copyread by the editors and their 
assistants and then it is sent to the 
typists. After the editors have 
checked the typewritten copy. It 


goes to the printer along with the 
leadlines which the editors have 
written. 


The copy is sent to the printers 


on Friday and on Monday two 
proofs of each story come back to 
the school One galley or proof is 
for correcting or proofreading; the 
other is cut up and pasted on a 
dummy sheet so that the printers 
will know how the stories, are to 
be placed on the page. 


The editors then return the 


proofread galleys and dummies to 
the printer who runs off a final 
proof of each page for possible 
corrections of the arrangement of 
the stories, pictures or headlines. 
The editors ^also make a final 
check on all grammatical errors. 


On Friday of the same week the 


finished project comes oft the 
press and is sent to the school. 
The. circulation staff then dis- 
tributes it to the homerooms.-»But 
even before this, the editors have 
begun work on the next issue.

Students for Files

Tto* boys of Dixon high school 


have an opportunity to provide 
''m, vocational foundation as well as 
to gain skill and useful knowledge 
through the industrial arts de- 
partment, under the guidance of 
Mr. C. B. Lindell and Mrs. D. L. 
Daughhette. 


Industrial arts at Dixon high 


school includes drafting, wood 
Bhop, and metal shop. First year 
students are given an introductory 
course, general shop, from which 
they may choose a field in which 
to specialize. 


Drafting is a field very popular 


with boys who posses an imagina- 
tive and creative sense with pencil 
and paper. Instruction'includes the 
use of drafting tools and instru- 
ments, sketching, inking, tracing. 
blue printing, and work with preci- 
sion instruments. The student is 
given a chance to express his 
ideas along the" industrial and ar- 
chitectural fields by putting them 
on paper. This department uti- 
lizes up-to-date drafting devices 
which include a modern blue print 
machine. 
Wood shop is always buzzing 


with activity. Here students have 
facilities such as lathes, band and 
circular saws, sanders, routers 
drill presses, and numerous smalt 
hand tools. New machines added 
this year include a shaper, wood 
planer, and vertical belt sander. 
Articles made in the shop include 
tables lamps, cabinets, shelves. 
picture frames, and wooden bowls. 


The newer of the courses is the 


metal shop. This does not mean, 
however, that there is little ac- 
tivity or meager *«*««' ™5 
metal shop contains about $25,000 
worth of lathes, grinders, drill 
press, millers, electric welders, 
and an acetylene welder, along 
with a new horizontal 
sander. 


Articles turned out here include 
crankshafts, smoking stands, bell 
cenfere punches, and all kinds of 
nail sets. The students are in- 
structed in the art of cutting 
threads on a lathe, milling and 
shaping, acetylene and electric 
welding and tempering. The fore- 
most objective of the course is 
to teach safety around machines. 


The shop has been brightened 


and made safer through the Pitts- 
Color Dvnamics System of paint- 
ing the "machines to relieve eye 
strain and make work more en- 
jovable.
